REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-16 and 
28-31 are allowed. With regard to amended claims 1, 9, 13, 15 and 28 and with reference to 
applicant's Fig.l, the prior art of Konno, Weilbach, Conrad and Yashiro, alone or in 
combination, does not teach the claimed turbo-molecular pump motor bearing having the 
claimed thermal expansion characteristics together with, inter alia, a rotary shaft 13 with a 
magnet 26 and a cylindrical rotary member 28 connected to the rotary shaft 13 over the 
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magnet, i.e., the cylindrical rotary member 28 covers the magnet 26. The cylindrical rotary 
member 28 and cylindrical fixed surface 29 together form the bearing (specification, p. 10, 
lines 29-30). In particular, in Konno (Fig.l), there is no cylindrical rotary member which 
covers the magnet 8 located on rotor shaft 6b. 

Regarding claims 29-31, these are identical in scope with amended claims 1, 9 and 28, 
respectively, except for recitation of a compressor instead of a turbo-molecular pump.
